STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Plainfield quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs: You are hereby notified 
to meet at the town hall in Meriden in said town on the 
second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

I. ‘To choose a town clerk, three selectmen, treas- 
urer, collector, highway surveyors, prosecuting liquor 
agent, one library trustee for three years, and all other 
necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

II. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay outstanding notes and interest and. other 
necessary town expenses for the ensuing year. 

III. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for repairs of highways and bridges, above the 
amount required by law, for the ensuing year. 

IV. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day. 

V. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the School Board the ensuing year. 

VI. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the expenses of Old Home Week. 

VII. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise for the purchasing of one or more road 
machines. ; 

VIII. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise for the support of-an annual free bed 
in the Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital, also appoint 
committees or make regulations regarding the same. 
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IX. ‘To see if the town will vote to accept State 
Highway Aid the ensuing year and raise $279.00 
necessary in accepting same. 

X. Tosee if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $222.34 each, from Harold W. Chellis and Elmer E. 
Wheeler and release them for aterm of years from the 
obligation of their land rent. 

XI. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to protect the road, beginning at J. B. Hiil- 
dreth’s south line and extending to the foot of Cole 
Hill, so called, from being washed out by the river. 

XII. To see if the town will vote to dispense with 
a liquor agent for the ensuing year. 

XIII. To see if the town will vote to dispense with 
delivering inventory blanks until time of taking inven- 
tory. 

XIV. To see what action the town will take in re- 
lation to the reports of the town officers. 

XV. To transact any other business that may 
properly come before the meeting. Given under our 
hand and seal this 23rd day of February, 1906.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
To the Citizens of Plainfeld: 


We herewith respectfully submit our annual report 
of the management of the town schools during the past 
year. 

We have endeavored, the past year, as heretofore, 
to secure the best teachers at our disposal to conduct the 
schools, and it has been our purpose, when possible, to 
retain the same teacher continuvusly in a given school 
when her work was satisfactory. It has, however, been 
necessary to make changes in a majority of the.schools, 
thus partially breaking the continuity of the work, but 
the general quality of the work during the year in such 
schools has been fully up to the average. We are con- 
fident that the children throughout the district have 
made steady and consistent progress during the year in 
their school] work. 

We are constantly urging the children when we 
visit the schools to make special and persistent effort to 
be regular in their attendance. Nothing is more grati- 
fying and stimuulating to the teacher than regular at- 
tendance, and the record of the pupil as given in the 
register is almost a perfect index of his earnestness, and 
effort, and degree of progress. 

We wish to particularly urge upon you parents that 
in nO way can you do more to maintain and raise the 
standard of the town schools than by cooperating 
heartily with your directors, and having a care that only 
most urgent reasons, aside from sickness, keep your 
children from school a single half day of the term. 

We have made no changes in text books during the 
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past year except that we are gradually replacing the 
old Natural Geography series by the Frye series of 
geographies introduced last year. And we are also 
replacing an old series of readers by the new and valu- 
able Heath series also introduced last year. This set of 
readers we are using in conjunction with the rather 
more difficult Cyr readers and the two combined, to- 
gether with several supplementary readers of the higher 
grades, make a very good course of readers.
